The  Future  Teachers  of  America 
is  one  of  the  most  important  organ¬ 
izations  on  the  campus,  according 
to  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  who  spoke  be¬ 
fore  a  group  of  future  teachers  re¬ 
cently  at  Horace  Mann.  He  discuss¬ 
ed  the  topic  "Why  I  Think  the  FTA 
on  Any  Campus  is  Important.”  In 
his  opinion  the  FTA  links  the  col¬ 
lege  students  with  the  national  ed¬ 
ucation  group. 

"It  helps  one,"  the  President  ex¬ 
plained,  "to  understand  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  sponsoring  a  club  in  high 
school  work.  A  student  needs  a 
course  in  FTA  as  much  as  he  needs 
any  other  course.  It  is  necessary  to 
know  the  FTA  in  order  to  plan  one’s 
work  ‘'.veil,”  j 

This  ilfc-mcinber  of  the  National 
Education  Association  commented 
that  the  purpose  of  the  club  is  well 
defined.  It  is  supposed'  to  encourage 
interest  in  the  teaching  profession 
and  in  the  welfare  of  education. 
Organization  Is  Powerful 

“This  organization  was  one  of  the 
most  powerful  influences  bringing 
the  critical  teaching  situation  to 
the  focus  of  attention  in  the  United 
States,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Jones  reviewed  briefly  the 
chapter’s  history.  He  recalled  that 
the  College  group  was  organized  in 
1937.  during  the  Horace  Mann  cen¬ 
tennial. 

"Its  primary  purpose  is  to  interest 
students  in  planning  toward  a  pro¬ 
fession  of  teaching,  early  in  life." 
he  said. 

Was  Chartered  in  1857 

The  national  branch  of  the  NEA 
was  chartered  in  1857  at  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pennsylvania.  He  likened  its 
growth  and  development  to  “Top- 
sy.”  “It  just  'grew,”  he  said  smiling¬ 
ly. 

The  speaker  referred  his  listeners 
to  the  NEA  Journal  and  to  lectures 
made  by  Dr.  Willis  Sutton,  one  ot 
the  foremost  educators  of  today. 

Dr.  Jones  stvessed  the  need  for 
cooperation.  “If  you  can  teach  co¬ 
operation,  then  you  will  show  your 
appreciation  for  the  people  on 
whose  shoulders  we  stand— those 
people  who  made  sacrifices  that  we 
might  be  freed1  of  the  task  of  push¬ 
ing  forward  through  the  wilderness 
of  ignorance,"  he  concluded.

From  the  University  of.  Alabama, 
where  she  is  teaching  Spanish  in 
the  romance  languages  department, 
to  Maryville,  Missouri,  is  quite  a 
hop  for  Mrs.  Margarita  del  Valle, 
the  former  Margarita  Collazo  Felix, 
class  of  1940.

Foreign  Situation 
Is  Main  Issue,  Say 
Assembly  Speakers 

That  the  international  question  is 
the  major  issue  which  will  be  large¬ 
ly  responsible  for  the  next  term 
presidential  nominations  was  tho 
statement  made  by  Dr.  John  Harr 
and  Sterling  Surrey1  to  the  students 
at  the  assembly  April  28.  The  topic 
of  their  discussion  was  concerned 
with  qualifications  of  presidential 
candidates. 

Dr.  Harr  and  Mr.  Surrey  included 
their  guests,  Mr.  nnd  Mrs.  America, 
in  their  discussion.  The  former  ex¬ 
pressed  the  idea  that  people  are 
more  concerned  with  the  interna¬ 
tional  relations  than  domestic  prob¬ 
lems.  Although  the  nominees  are 
not  chosen  by  the  people,  it  is  the 
people  who  vote  at  the  election. 

"The  American  people  have  grown 
a  great  deal,"  he  declared,  "through 
disillusioning  experiences  of  the 
World  Wars  I  and  II." 

Mr.  Surrey  declared  that  the  poli¬ 
tical  race  would  be  between  the  two 
major  parties. 

Both  speakers  insisted  that  the 
laboring  people  will  influence  more 
votes,  but  that  management  will 
swing  the  most  power. 

A  review  of  each  candidate  gave 
the  .  impression  that  Stassen  is  a 
vascilator,  a  man  who  would  agree 
with  any  group  to  obtain  votes. 

"President  Truman  must  retain  or 
gain  confidence  of  the  people  if  he 
Is  to  win,”  stated  Mr.  Surrey. 

Taft  is  a  money-saver  but  is  charg¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  Harr  as  being  “a  19th  cen¬ 
tury  American  who  happened  to 
carry  over  to  the  20th  century.” 

Dewey  is  recognized  as  an  effi¬ 
cient  administrator  with  experience, 
according  to  the  speakers.  Vanden- 
berg  believes  honestly  in  the  U.  N. 
and  the  Marshall  Plan.  Warren  is 
hailed  as  being  well  liked  by  both 
major  parties;

Second  in  Relay  Race 
The  Maryville  half-mile  relay 
team— Zuchowski,  Frank  Boyer,  Car¬ 
ter  and  Nell — ran  a  strong  race  fin¬ 
ishing  close  on  the  heels  of  winning 
Cape  Girardeau.  Neil,  the  anchor 
man,  had  a  five-yard  lead  but  the 
speedy  Reid  of  Cape  overtook  him 
on  the  final  curve  to  win  going  away. 

The  meet  was  held  under  ideal 
conditions.  The  sun  was  beaming 
down  and  the  track  was  fast.  A 
steady  wind  was  behind  the  runners 
in  the  morning  but  had  died  down 
by  afternoon. 

Each  event  went  off  as  scheduled, 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Bearcat 
Coach  Ryland  Milner  and  Athletic 
Director  E.  A.  ("Lefty”!  Davis,  the 
STC  "M”  Club  and  crew  of  Maryville 
high  school  athletes  who  shifted  the 
hurdles  for  those  events.
